Facing a serious w heat m arket­ 
ing situation as the first test of 
their ability, m embers of the 
new federal farm board assem ­ 
bled here today to begin the task 
of solving the American agricul­ 
tural problem. 
Created by a law which em ­ 
bodied the views of President 
Hoover, and appointed by the 
chief executive after an exhaus­ 
tive study of available agricul­ 
turists, the board was called to 
hear a short address by Mr. 
Hoover summ ing up the

com plishm ents he expects of it, 
and

thinking” through an initial in ­ 
terchange of views. 
President Hoover Readdressing 
his newly organized farm board 
declared “your fundam ental pur­ 
pose m ust be to determ ine the 
facts and to find solution to a 
m ultitude of, agricultural pro­ 
blems, am ong 
them 
to more 
nearly 
adjust 
production 
to 
needs.” 
O utlining the scope of the 
farm problem, the president said 
he realized and* he hoped the 
farm ers realized tha t “all this 
cannot be accomplished by a 
magic wand or an overnight ac­ 
tion.”

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THE PERILOUS CRAFT. 
The American navt was roundly criticized 
two y ears ago when the sinking of the sub­ 
m arine S-51, following on the heels of the loss 
of the S-4, made some peopple feel th at the navy 
departm ent must be in some way inefficient or 
slip-shod. 
It appears, however, that this criticism may 
have been entirely unjustified — th at the loss 
of the two submarines does not in any way imply 
slackness on the part of our naval leaders. 
The loss of the British submarine H-47 the 
other day was the 14th submarine catastrophe 
the British navy has had since the war. These 
tragedies have taken the lives of many British 
sailors. Yet the British navy is the very symbol 
of efficiency and seamanship. 
Submarines, at best, are risky craft. 
Only 
their supreme importance in war justifies their 
’ retention in the fleet in time of peace. 


REVIVING THE RIVER TRAFFIC. 
Modern industrial and business efficiency 
not only demands .speed; it demands economy, 
which, perhaps, is the chief reason why traffic 


011 the nation’s inland waterway s, after y ears of 
stagnation, is beginning to revive. 
The Mississippi barge and freight packet 
sy stem has been picking up y ear by y ear. 
In 
the near future service will be extended up the 
Missouri. 
Government experts are now eo 
sidering linking Chicago and St. Paul in the 
same manner. 
The Ohio, completely canalized, 
is carry ing an increasing burden of freight. 
While this takes place in the mid-west, the 
east also is bethinking itself of its rivers. 
Many y ears ago the Connecticut river was 
an important artery of commerce. Steamers and 
bargest ascended it far into Massachusetts; in­ 
deed, for a time one line maintained service even 
into Vermont, although its boats had to be es­ 
pecially equipped with a sort of stilt-like ap­ 
paratus for getting them over unusually shallow 


spots. 
But the coming of the railroads cleared 
the Connecticut of its traffic, for most of its 
course. 
Now, however, certain oil companies are 
planning to revive it. They are acquiring termin­ 
al sits in Hartford, and are contemplating mov­ 
ing their freight in by water as far as Spring­ 
field, Mass.; and cities along the river, as in the 
old days, are talking about docks and piers once 
more. 
All of this is interesting quite aside from the 
romantic interest that naturally attaches itself 
to a revival of these old-time waterway s. 
It is 
interesting because it illustrates the tremendous 
expansion of our industry and commerce. 


The use of these streams is not going to hurt 
the railroads. 
Indeed, it will help them in the 
long run. 
The modern industrial machine is so 
huge it must use every available means of trans­ 
port, especially the economical ones. The use of 
the rivers and canals is a sign of the times.

THE PERILOUS CRAFT. 


The American navy was roundly criticized 


two years ago' when the sinking of the sub- 
marine S-51, following on the heels of the loss 
•of the S-4, made some peopple feel that the navy 
department must be in some way inefficient or 
slip-shod. 


It appears, however, that this criticism may 


have been entirely unjustified — that the loss 
of the two submarines does not in any way imply 
-slackness on the part of our naval leaders. 


The loss of the British submarine H-47 the 


•other day was the 14th submarine catastrophe 
the British navy has had since the war. These 
tragedies have 'taken the lives of many British 
sailors. Yet the British navy is the very symbol 
of efficiency and seamanship. 


Submarines, at best, are risky craft. 
Only 


their supreme importance in war justifies their 


1 retention in the fleet in time of peace. 


REVIVING THE RIVER TRAFFIC. 


Modern industrial and business efficiency 


not only demands .speed; it demands economy. 
' which, perhaps, is the chief reason why traffic 
on the nation's inland waterways, after years of 
stagnation, is beginning to revive.. 


The Mississippi barge and freight packet 


system has been picking up year by year. In 
the near future service will be extended up the 


Missouri. Government experts are now co 


sidering linking Chicago and St. Paul in the 
same manner. 
The Ohio, completely canalized, 


is carrying an increasing burden of freight. 


While this takes place in the mid-west, the 


east also is bethinking itself of its rivers. 


Many years ago the Connecticut river was 


an important artery of commerce. Steamers and 
bargest ascended it far into Massachusetts; in- 
deed, for a time one line maintained service even 
into Vermont, although its boats had to be es- 
pecially equipped with a sort of stilt-like ap- 
paratus for getting them over unusually shallow 


spots. 
But the coming of the failroads clears 


the Connecticut of its traffic, for most of it 
course. 


Now, 
however, certain oil companies ar 


planning to revive it. They are acquiring terrain 
al sits in Hartford, and are contemplating mov 
ing then: freight in.by water as far as Spring 
field, Mass.; and cities along the river, as in th 
old days, are talking about docks and piers one 
more. 


All of this is interesting quite aside from th 


romantic interest that naturally attaches itsel 
to a revival of these old-time waterways. It i 
interesting because it illustrates the tremendou 
expansion of our industry and commerce. 


The use of these streams is not going to hur 


the railroads. • Indeed, it wiil help them in th 
long run. The modern industrial machine is s 
huge it must use every available means of trans 
port, especially the economical ones. The use o 
the rivers and canals is a sign of the times.
